WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The multi- 
lateral treaty, renouricing war, and 
the bill authorizing the construction 
of fifteen cruisers were taken up for 
consideration in the Senate this af- 
ternoon in accordance with an agrec- 
ment made just before ‘Congress ad- 
journed for the Christmas holidays. 

Senator Hale of Maine, chairman 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
gave a comparatively brief explana- 
tion of the cruiser program, in the 
course of which he contended that 
there was nothing inconsistent be- 
tween it and the anti-war pact, and 
was followed by Senator Borah, 
chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, whose speech_on the 
multilaterel treaty was preceded 
a motion, adopted without dissent, 
that its consideration should be con- 
ducted in open session. 

In the period of less than two 
hours devoted by Senator Borah to 
explaining the treaty’s terms, it be- 
came apparent that it is a contro- 
versial measure which will be sub- 
jected to close scrutiny. No definite 
hostility to it developed, but Senator 
Borah was subjected to searching in- 
quiries which showed that a number 
of Senators are disposed to look 
askance at it for one reason or an- 
ether. 

The impression was conveyed that 
an inclination exists on the Demo- 
tratic side of the chamber to make it 
appear that the treaty means noth- 
ing and gives no assurance of better 
means for the preservation of world 
peace. 


Blaine Hostile to British Stand. 


Some inquiries indicated that there 
would be additions to the small 
group which contends that the Sen- 
ate should express its ‘‘understand- 
ing’ of the treaty’s provisions 
through a clarifying resolution. 
Prior to the beginning of the debate 
there was an intimation of the in- 
tention of one Senator to vote 
against the pact unless a reservation 


were attached to it. 

This came from Senator Blaine of 
Wisconsin through the medium of a 
resolution which, in effect, repudi- 
ated the declaration of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain that Great Britain re- 
served the right to take measures of 
self-defense if there was foreign in- 
terference in ‘‘certain regions of the 
world” whose integrity was a special 
and vital interest for British peace 
and safety. 

“IT cannot consent to a treaty that 
obligates America to recognize and 
respect the claims of any nation 
against the right of independence of 
other nations,” said Senator Blaine. 

Some of the questions asked Sen- 
ator Borah relatec to the Monroe 
Doctrine. Would the United States 
be prevented by its obligations under 
the treaty from defending the rights 
which the Monroe Doctrine asserted? 
Would the United States, under such 
a treaty, have had the right to re- 
sort to hostile measures against 
Spain when the latter government 
disclaimed responsibility for the de- 
struction of the Maine? 

If the League of Nations under- 
took punitive measures against an 
offending member which also had 
adhered to the multilateral pact, 
would not the United States be 
obliged to join the League in the 
use of force? If there was no pro- 
vision for enforcing the treaty’s 
terms, what was the use of it? 


Reed Presents Supposititious Case. 


Senator Reed of Missouri, Mr. 
Borah’s old ally in the fight against 
the ratification of the League of 


Nations’ Covenant, pressed for in- 
formation that involved the obliga- 
tions of the League. He presented 
a supposititious case. Suppose the 
League should institute a blockade 
against one of its members and in 
maintaining it an American met- 
chant vessel should be seized. 

Would it be a violation of the anti- 
war pact if a United States warship 
registed the effort of a League war- 
ship to take the American merchant 
vessel from under its guns? 

Senator Borah contended that 
there was nothing in the treaty to 
curtail the right of the United States 
to resort to force in self-defense. He 
stressed that practically all the dis- 
cussion of the treaty had centred 
in the provision renouncing war as 
an instrument of national policy, 
whereas little attenticn had been

Public Debt Was Cut $726,603,315 in Year; 
Gross Total on Dec. 31 Was $17,309,749,135

WASHINGTON, Jun. 3.—The gross 
public debt on Dec. 31 was $17,309,- 
749,135.86 as compared with $18,036,- 
552.451.81 on the same day one year 
ago, a reduction of $726,603,315.95. 
Of this total reduction in the calen- 
dar year, $294,544,045.57 was effected 
in the six months from July 1 to Dec. 
31, which are the first six months of 
the fiscal year 1929. 

Cash in the general fund on Dec. 
$1, 1928, amounted to $269,543,968.46 
as against $272,342,801.10 one year 
ago. A part of this money, not re- 
quired to meét current expenses, will 
be used for further debt reduction. 

Figures for the last six months of 
the calendar year showed that cus- 
toms and income and miscellaneous 
taxes did not differ greatiy during 
that period in 1928 and in 1927. The 
figures were as follows: 

Customs, $301,778,637.05 in 1928; 
$305,263,886.65 in 1927; income taxes, 
$1,012,795,591.51 and $1,023,922,679.12; 
miscellaneous taxes, $303,436,561,23 
and $311,194,147.44, 


Total revenues were $1,867,639 - 
075.50 in the last six months of 1928, 
as against $1,989,932,172.39 in the 
same months of 1927, the largest 
single decrease being in connection 
with loans made to railroads, the 
government receiving $86,517,852.15 
from this source during the period in 
1927 as compared with $4,823,557.7) 
in 1928, 

The total expenditures chargeable 
against ordinary receipts in the six 
months of 1928 amounted to $2,036, 
114,772.26, as against $1,924,429,801.10 
in the same months of 1927. This 
left the Treasury books with a deficit 
of $168,475,696.76 on Dec. 31, but cal-

|Gratified as 83 Are Held After

| Developing the second phase of his 
| Offensive against the underworld, Po- 
lice Commissioner Whalen turned his 
| “gun squads’”’ loose last night. He 
| ordered the squads to batter gunmen, 
| gangsters and other criminals out of 
the city. Sixty nightsticked strong 
{men of the department started out 
| to do the battering. 

| Gratified by the fruits of his first 
|}drive against speakeasies selling 
| poison liquor, the Commissioner 
served notice that he would continue 
his. liquor raids until the last of the 
| hideaways had been driven out of 
| business. Eighty-three liquor defen- 
|dants were arraigned before United 
| States Commissioner Cotter by city 
polfcemen during the day. 


Fail to Find Gangsters. 


Sixty more speakeasies were raided 
and more than 100 persons arrested 
in the drive against bad liquor 
|sales but the war on gunmen and 
gangsters had failed of results up to 
| an early hour this morning. Apparent- 
'ly the undesirables had left town or 
| were well hidden away. 

Squad No. 1 of Manhattan under 
Acting Lieutenant Patrick Fitzgib- 
bons visited fifty poolrooms or other 


| places suspected of harboring gang-

crooks. Only in one resort, located

Then they circled into 
Chinatown, swung into the east side, 
swept up to Twenty-fifth Street and 
headed up Broadway to midtown 
where they were operating at mid- 
night. 

The haunts of gunmen and gang- 
sters were curiously deserted, the de- 
tectives found. In some of the places 
visited the advent of the husky mem- 
bers of the squad, recognized at 
sight as policemen by those in the 
place, was the signal for a general 
upraising of hands. Fitzgibbons com- 
mented on the fact that some of 
those looked over apparently had 
been ‘‘frisked’’ for weapons before. 


Gunman to Get Most Attention. 


Although he emphasized that he 
would not slacken his campaign 
against the dispensers of bad liquor, 
the Commissioner made it clear that 
for the time being the gunman and 
the gangster would receive the lion's 
share of police attention. ‘‘Night- 
stick law” will be applied to these

Johnny Spanish, Dope Benny and 
Johnny Tanner, to name only a few 
of those who were “‘entertained’”’ by 
muscled members of the department, 
lost their gangland niches under this 
course of action. The gangs, de- 
prived of authentic leadership, dis- 
integrated and becoine impotent. In 
subsequent police administrations, 
however, other methods were em:- 
ployed in dealing with the gangs, and 
they came back to a measure of their 
former boldness, especially in indus- 
trial strife. 


Gets New Clean-Up Weapon. 
Mr. Whalen was much interested 
in a decision of the State Court of 
Appeals, made public yesterday, 
which armed him with another 


weapon. The decision was that 
speakeasies came within the mean- 
ing of the public nuisance section of 
the Penal Code. This, in effect, re- 


'vived the strong features of the re- 


peeled Mullan-Gage State prohibition 
enforcement law.

‘The or- 
ders are to put these places out of| 
business, and that is one way of! 
doing it.. You have to hit these peo-'| 
ple in the pocketbook. That is where 
it hurts most. Men who sell poison | 
liquor certainly are not otherwise 
sensitive.’’ 

-Dr. Thomas A. Gonzalez, deputy, 
chief medical examiner, expressed | 
approval of the speakeasy drive. 

“It is commendable,’’ he _ said,; 
“that action has been taken to close | 
up these ‘smokehouses’ where poi-| 
sonous liquor is being sérved with-| 
eut regard for human life. Indi- 
¥ectly this is nothing but murder, | 
and up to the present time none of | 
these ‘smokehouse’ proprietors has| 
béen meted out the punishment he| 
deserves. 

“If a penalty is not inflicted in 
proportion to the crime committed, | 
then these arduous efforts of the po- 
lice will be in vain. I hope this! 
police drive will keep up to its pres-| 
ent high rate of speed in ridding 
New York City of these poison rum! 
vendors. 

“Even in the better speakeasies 
the liquor is of a low quality, made 
from either raw alcohol or denatured 
alcohol by distillation, and much of 
the poison passes over in the dis-| 
tillate. A lot of prescription liquor 
which is obtained by the sick from | 
drug stores is cut and is also of a 
very low quality.”’

“The defendant maintained in the 
village of Hempstead, in Nassau 
County, a room where he sold intoxi- | 
cating liquor,’’ Justice Lehman 
wrote. ‘‘The room was in the rear 
of a store and there was nothing in 
the appearance of the store which 
gave notice of the nature of the traf- 
fic conducted in the rear or which 
might be regarded as an invitation 
to the general public to enter the 
premises and regale themselves.”’ 

He went on to describe a bar, | 
tables and chairs, and bottles con- 
taining ginger ale and ‘‘more potent | 
fluids,” and mentioned testimony | 
concerning intoxicated patrons. 

“The defendant’s premises we 
near a school,’’ he continued, “and |

The defendant has 
been convicted of maintaining an 
ill-governed and disorderly house 
and a public nuisance.

life or the use of property.’ "’ 


Defines Public Nuisances.

TRIPLES SEARCHERS 
IN ROTHSTEIN CASE 


Whalen Speeds Biller Hunt and 
Again Hits Failure to Get 
Gambler’s Fingerprints. 


RECALLS SHOOTING IN 1919 


Slain Man Escaped Prosecution Then 
——Safe Once Used by Him Found, 
but No Clues Are Revealed. 


Commenting yesterday on the seem- 
ing lack of interest by some detec- 
tives assigned at first to investigate 
the murder of Arnold Rothstein, 
the gambler, Police Commissioner 
Whalen revealed that, although Roth- 
stein had been arrested in 1919 for 
the shooting of two detectives, no 
fingerprints of the gambler were kept 
at Police Headquarters. Mr. Whalen 
also announced he had tripled ‘the 
number of defectives assigned to run 
down Hyman (Gillie) Biller and the 
mysterious “John Doe’”’ and ‘‘Rich- 
ard Roe,” all of whom were in- 
dicted with George A. McManus, now 
in the Tombs, for participating in the 
shooting of Rothstein in the Park 
Central Hotel two months ago today. 

The Commissioner revealed that Dis- 
trict Attorney Banton was also con- 
vinced that McManus, in whose room 
the shooting was believed to have 
taken place, was the man who fired 
the shot, and told of new efforts to 
arrest. Biller, McManus’s former 
‘pay-off man” at race tracks, by 
tracing telephone calls to and from | 
this city. At this point he commented 
on the failure of detectives to obtain 
fingerprints of Rothstein after his 
death. He said these prints would 
have been of value in comparing 
them with impressions on the three 
whisky glasses found in McManus's 
room after the shooting. | 

“Judging by the courtesy shown by 
detectives in the past to many in the 
white light district,’’ said the com- 
missioner, “‘I am not a bit surprised 
at the failure to take finger-prints 
of Rothstein.”’ 


Refers to Arrest in 1919. 


Mr. Whalen referred to the arrest | 
of Rothstein and others in January, | 
1919, after two plain clothes men of 
the midtown inspection district had 
been shot through the barred door 
of a gambling house Rothstein was 
suspected of operating in West Fifty- 
seventh Street, near Eighth Avenue. 
The detectives had attempted to get 
into the place to make a raid when 
shooting began from the _ inside. 
Both were slightly wounded, and 
Rothstein was arrested after the, 
police had returned the fire. 

The case was dismissed by a 
magistrate some davs later in the

regarding who did the _ shooting. 
Later it was taken up by the Grand 
Jury but dropped when no evidence 
of the identity of the assailant was 
produced. 

A year later the then Mayor Hylan 
was called as a witness. before the 
Almirall Extraordinary Grand Jury 
in another investigation of unproved 
allegations that somebody had been 
bribed with $32,000 to prevent the 
successful prosecution of the gun- 
man.

Physicians End Long Statement | 


With Note of Hope for Recovery, 
Though It May Take Months.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—There was no} 
alteration in King George’s condi-| 
tion today. A restless night was bal- 
anced by a fair day and the net 
result was to leave the patient still | 
marking time on what his doctors | 
hope is a slow but sure march 
toward recovery. Tonight’s bulletin 
said: 

“The King had a fair day and 
there is no change to report in his 
Majesty’s condition.’’ 

The morning report read: 

“The King passed a restless night | 
and there is no change to report in 
his Majesty’s condition.’’ 

Although no progress is noted in 
either report, the bulletins were not 
regarded as unsatisfactory in the 
light of the authoritative statement 
issued by the King’s physicians to-| 
day. This statement said in part: | 

“The King’s illness was a severe |

localize in a vital organ. The pus 
localized at the base of the right 
lung. At first it did not localize 
completely.

FORD PLANT TO BUILD 
2-MILE WATER TUNNEL 


$2,500,000 Constraction, With 
Billion-Gallon Daily Capacity, 
to Be Vested in Detroit City.

DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 3.—A two- 
mile water tunnel with a capacity 

| of 1,000,000,000 gallons daily will be 

built by the Ford Motor Company 
for the purpose~-of doubling the size 
of its electric power plant, tne City 
Council was informed today. 

While the tunnel will be used ex- 
clusively by the company, title to 
the structure, which will cost $2,500,- 
000 to build, will rest in the city of 
Detroit. The entire cost will be borne 
by the Ford Motor Company. 

At present the company is using 
a tunnel of 600,000,000 gallons a day 
capacity, whose intake is in the 
River Rouge above the plant. The 
water, much of which is used to cool 
aes passes out of the plant 
into the River Rouge at a point some 
distance below, but the river flows 
so slowly that some of the heated 
used water eddies back into the in- 
take. A consequent increase of 18 
degrees in temperature has occurred 
at times, according to company engi- 
neers, and continued recirculation 
has produced a gathering of dirt and 
other impurities. 

When the new 1,000,000,000-gallon 
tunnel, which will have an inside 
diameter of fifteen feet, is completed 
and put into use the Ford otor

Belgian Magnate Appears 
the Point of Uniting Lead- 
ing Companies. 


TO COMBAT OUR ‘INVASION’ 


Pian Is Patterned on General Mo- 
tors Corporation, Looking to 
Mass Production.

PARIS, Jan. 3.—American officials 
in Europe are closely observing the 
efforts of J. Marquet, wealthy Bel- 
gian and owner of the largest string 
of de luxe hotels on the Continent, 
to organize a European General Mo- 
tors Corporation with which to check 
the rapid advances being made-over 
here by the American automobile in- 
dustry. 

The concern would be patterned 
after the General Motors Corporation 
of the United States, and by the | 
adoption of mass production and | 
other well-known American methods 
would attempt to prevent American 
motor cars from gaining the domi- 
nant position which many believe | 
they will soon have in the Old World | 
markets. 

For three years M. Marquet has! 
been quietly but effectively working | 
toward the realization of his ambi-| 
tious scheme, and the first news that | 
his plans are beginning to succeed is | 
contained in a report just issued by | 
the Belgian National Bank. 

From this and other authoritative 
sources it now appeaers that M. Mar- 


quet and an unnamed group of back- 
ers, including strong financial sup- 

ort, have succeeded in gaining vir- 
ual control of the Belgian motor car 
industry through the acquisition of 
the stock of the Minerva Company, 
the .‘abric Nationale and the Im- 
peria Excelsior, three companies 
which constitute the bulk of the Bel- 
gian industry. 

From this basis the Marquet group 
is then said to have proceeded to} 
gain control of the nowerful Merce- 
des Benz Company, the leading Ger- 
man automobile firm and one of the 
oldest makers of cars in the world. 
According to the same informants, 


M. Marquet is at present engaged in| Official Places It at 4,300,000 Tons | 


trying to buy out the Citroen and 
Voicin companies of France and is 
negotiating for the inclusion within 
the corporation of several Italian 
end British companies. 


Opposition by Citroen Firm. 


The Citroen company alone expects 
to turn out 85,000 cars this year, but 
it is understood that .M. Marquet has} 
encountered his greatest opposition 
from this, the biggest of all the Eu- 
ropean motor car concerns. 

The advantages of such a general 
grouping of the European motor car 
industry are many and impressive, 
and M. Marquet is depending on 
these to accomplish his purpose. It 
will be recalled that this is not the 
first attempt by European motor car 
interests to combine against the 
American invasion. Headed by the 
leaders of the Italian industry, a de- 
termined effort was made last year 
to organize a European motor car 
trust, with the manufacturers of 
France, Britain, Germany, Italy and 
Belgium pooling their interests to 
meet American competition. After 
many months of secret negotiation 
the scheme fell through, largely be- 
cause it lacked a central authority 
capable of finally bringing the com- 
panies into line. In the Marquet 
scheme a central authority will not 


be lacking, for if the plan succeeds, 
the Belgian hotel magnate will him- 
self wield authority by holding the 
controlling stock, with his chief par- 
tici ts, in the proposed General 
Motors Cor tion. 

In the opinion of American experts 
the situation never was more propi- 
tious for the creation of such a Eu- 
ropean bloc. In the first place, the 
motor car industry in Europe is more 
or less in a process of reorganiza- 
tion and consolidation to meet the 
needs of mass production and severe 
rao + ata by American manufac- 

urers. 


Much Talk of Mergers. 


The whole industry is talking of | 


mergers, especially in France, where 
more than 155 passenger car and 
truck manufacturing companies can 
be counted in a country of but 40,- 
000,900 inhabitants. 

Thus, it is declared, the atmosphere 
is ripe for the General Motors idea. 
The Marquet group, it is said, would 
have been unable to progress as far 


as it has but for this favorable at- 
mosphere. 

It is said to be the intention of the 
Marquet group to start off with an 
annual production of around 125,000 
cars. hile this may = mod- 
est, judged by American figures, the 
fact must not be lost sight of that 
the successful operation of the pro- 
jected scheme would be certain to 
attract other companies, resulting in 
a short time in a corporation with a 
total annual production of several 
hundred thousand cars. 

The American industry disposed of 


about 175,000 cars and trucks in Eu- |

was said last evening by one close 
to the situation. Mr. Hughes could 
not be reached because he was on 
a steamer on his way back from 
Newport, R. I. 

Mr. Bernardin is on his way back 
from Kansas City visiting his parents. 
It is expected he will return to the 
city, however, as he is taking a post- 
graduate course at Union Theological 
Seminary. 

The Bernardin episode is said to 
be the matter that brought to a 
climax the ‘‘differences of opinion’’ 
between Bishop Manning and the 
Very Rev. Howard Chandler Rob- 
bins, which caused Dean Robbins to 
offer his resignation. 

It is believed that ‘‘the fundamental 
difference of opinion’’ between Dean 
Robbins and the Bishop, which was 
mentioned in the Dean’s letter of res- 
ignation, was as to whether the Bish- 
op or the Dean had the right to dis- 
miss a clergyman of the cathedral 
staff. 

Bishop Manning is still ill of in- 
fluenza. It was said at his home last 
evening that he was better, however,

Number Up to Jan. 1 Was 405,408, 
as Compared With 300,000 Year Ago 


Commissioner Charles A. Harnett 
of the Bureau of Motor Vehicles, 220 
West Fortieth Street, yesterday made 
public figures showing that the num- 
ber of motor vehicles registered in 
the metropolitan district in 1928 ex- 
ceeded 1927 figures by 25,000.

This year the 
commissioner looks for a substantial 
addition to that number. 
Commissioner Harnett also pointed 
out that motorists were far more 
tardy in their applications this year 
than ever hefore. On the last day, 
| 80,000 licenses were issued at the 
| main office and branches throughout 
the district. In 1927 this figure was | 
40,000. | 

During 1928 the local office ex- 
amined 273,000 new applicants for 
driver’s licenses. Of that number 
approximately 50 per cent failed in 
road tests. he year before the num- 
ber of applicants was 256,000, with 
the same percentage of failures.

CALLS WOMEN UNFIT 
FOR PROFESSIONS 


Isidor J. Kresel, Lawyer, Wins 
Clubwomen’s Applause for 
“Limitations” Speech. 


ASKS THEM TO REST NOW 


Digest Rights Gained, He Urges, but 
Do Not Try “to Bite Off More’ 
—Lauds Home Influence. 


Isidor J. Kresel, New York lawyer, 
does not believe that women ever 
will achieve success in law, medicine 
or kindred professions. He told a 
few of them, members of the Vaca- 
tion Camp and Dormitory Club, ex- 
actly that yesterday afternoon at the 
Metropolis Club; explained his views 
on many other “‘limitations of the 
sex,’’ and received vigorous applause 
for his ‘‘temerity.”’ 

‘Do not abuse your new freedom,”’ 
Mr. Kresel pleaded. ‘You have the 
vote, but certainly are not yet fitted 
to discharge the duties of high polit- 
ical office or to cope with the great 
political and economic questions 
which our law-making bodies are 
called on to settle.’’ 

Pointing out the progress which 
women had made in the movement 


for ‘‘equal rights’’ in modern times 
following centuries of ‘‘servitude and 
subjugation,’ he called on women to 
“take a little rest and try to digest 
the food you have bitten off rather 
than try to bite off any more right 
now.”’ 

“In the flush of victory over such 


servility as your sex once was sub- 
jected to,’ he went on, ‘“‘consider 
our disabilities as well as your abil- 
ity. You have made great progress 
in business, literature, politics and 
other fields against great odds and 
great objections, and in some lines of 
business, such as dressmaking, ste- 
nography, telephone switchboard 
Cperation. you are no longer a prob- 
lem but a necessity. But in many re- 
spects you are not fitted to lead in 
what we call the professions. Nature 
has placed her restrictions on wo- 
man and I have not yet known a 
leader in either law or medicine. The 
woman lawyer, for instance, is a 
misfit, particularly in the courtroom. 
She cannot compete with a man 
either in forensic effort or in the 
marshaling of facts before a jury. 

“T mean no reflection on your sex,”’ 
Mr. Kresel explained. ‘‘Man has his 
limitations, too. Each sex must occu- 
Py the sphere in which it can accom- 
plish most. For men that sphere is 
the fight for existence, for women 
it is the rearing of children, minis- 
tering to the poor, the sick and af- 
flicted and aiding in moral move- 
ments. Don’t try to mimic men or 
take too literally the battle cry of 
‘equal rights.’ or always a woman 
has one power greater than all those 
of man, the power to control her 
husband’s actions and at the same 
time make him feel he is boss.’’

N spite of the certified list of logical contenders for 
the heavyweight title and the famous Muldoon- 
Tunney trophy handed out by the committee in 
charge, this heavyweight tournament is such an open 


affair that a fighter can get into it—or out. of it—in - 


one round or even one punch. Knute Hansen proved 
that. 

Starting from nowhere in particular, Knute bounded 
blithely into the middle of things by dusting the Gar- 
den canvas with Philip Scott cf Merrie England some 
five or six times in one round. This one roaring 
round put him into the select circle of logical con- 
tenders. One punch put him out. During an expedi- 
tion to Cleveland he was hit on the chin by one K. O. 
Christner, and when he next opened his eyes the 
Melancholy Dane was all by himself in the moonlight 
and well beyond the twelve-mile limit for logical con- 
tenders. 

James J. Braddock, regarded as merely a good club 
fighter from the wilds of New Jersey, jumped his 
stock several hundred points by knocking out Tuffy 
Griffiths in short order at the Garden some weeks 
ago. He made considerable progress with that one 
punch, and if he can drop another such blow on a 
slightly more prominent chin Braddock will be in a 
position to bang on the door of the committee room 
and demand an entry blank for the famous tourna- 
ment. 

Even Joe Sekyra and Max Schmeling, who are on 
the Garden program this evening, are not out of it 
yet.

A foreign label is a great 
asset to a fighter—and to the promoters. 

Georges Carpentier, the famous Orchid Man, was no 
better than several men cf his weight in this country, 
but he was the favorite of France and the champion of 
Europe. Luis Firpo, the Ox of the Argentine, was 
ignorant of even the rudiments of boxing, yet he was 
built up for the great fight with Dempsey. Paulino 
Upsidedown, the battered Basque, has dropped deci- 
sions here and there about the country, but he is still 
a drawing card and a certified contender for the 
heavyweight title, according to the list drawn up by 
the Muldoon-Tunney trophy committce. 

As for Schmeling, as yet he has shown little except 
his passport from Germany and a slight resemblance 
to Jack Dempsey. Just how far this resemblance to 
Dempsey extends is the important point. He has the 
Dempsey cast of features, which is a good start from 

an artistic standpoint, but if the resemblance extends 
down the arms to his fists Herr Schmeling will be- 
come a prominent person in no time at all. The bout 
at the Garden this evening should produce some evi- 
dence on this point.

corner that not all of it is justified. There are plenty 


_of poor heavyweights, but there are some fairly good 


ones, too. 

It is due to the modern scheme of conducting box- 
ing that many poor heavyweights are seen in the ring. 
They are in there because they are big, not because 
any one thinks they are good. The boxing commis- 
sions in various localities insist that the good men of 
lighter weight fight in their own classes. This didn’t 
hold true in the old days when good welterweights and 
middleweights were allowed to step out and pick off 
the lumbering and flat-footed fighters in the heavier 
class. 

Tommy Loughran plans to abandon his light-heavy- 
weight title and dash in among the heavier set. Jim- 
my Slattery is reported ready to take the same line of 
action. Mickey Walker has already made a start in 
that direction. Probably Ace Hudkins, practically a 
welterweight, could pound his way through a roomful 
of the poorer grade of heavyweights. Certainly Tom- 
my Loughran could outgallop most of them to take the 
referee's decision in a ten or fifteen round bout. 

Restricting the good fighters to their own classes 
has left the heavyweight field wide open to men whose 
only qualification is that they can make the weight. 
Their futile efforts in the ring have helped to bring 
about what almost amounts to a wholesale condemna- 
tion of the entire class. 


In Partial Rebuttal. 


It is true that there is no outstanding heavyweight 
marvel at the moment, but after the dethroning or 
the retirement of a champion there is usually a slump 
or what seems to be a slump in most sports. Six 
months or a year may change the entire situation. 


Gene Tunney was just a good light heavyweight a 
short while before he lifted Dempsey’s crown. Demp- 
sey was practically an unknown a year or two before 
he slaughtered Willard at Toledo. Jim Jeffries was a 
sparring partner for Corbett before he won the heavy- 
weight championship of the world. It takes a little 
time for even the best of them to come forward. 


With at least ten times as many men fighting now 
as there were two decades ago, with greater rewards 
as prizes, with better training methods and the expe- 
rience of the past as aids to improvement, it doesn’t 
seem logical to believe that the boxers are getting 
worse all the time. 


All other popular sports are on the upgrade. If box- 
ing is the solitary exception, the assembled scientists 
in this city should look into the matter. From a scli- 
entific standpoint, it would be worth investigating. 

The key to the apparent riddle may be found in laws 
in various localities that restrict even championship 
bouts to ten and fifteen rounds. When the champion 
of old stood over his battered and helpless: opponent 
in the twenty-third, thirty-fourth or forty-fifth round, 
he was a great man and was acciaimed to the skies. 
But the modern winner whose hand is raised to indi- 
cate that he received the decision at the end of the 
tenth or fifteenth round gains merely the polite ap- 
plause of his own friends and the hints from disap- 
pointed rooters that the referee must have been his

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CITY FILES APPEAL 


ON WNYC ORDER 


Contends That Radio Board 
Has Crippled City Station in 
Its Public Service. 


PROPERTY RIGHTS CLAIMED 


Brief Declares That Maine Has Got 
Two Channels From New York’s 
Legal Quota. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—An appeal 
from the order of the Radio Commis- 
Sion issued Dec. 15 denying full time 
to WNYC, the New York municipal | 
broadcasting station, was filed in the | 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia today by Joseph A. Devery, 
George P. Nicholdson and Herbert 
L. Davis, for the city of New York. 

The attorneys stated that the city | 
has invested about $50,000 in the sta- 
tion and that its maintenance costs | 
$53,000 annually. 

The brief contended that the Com- 
mission’s order requiring the station 
to share time with WMCA is invalid 
and void because it requires the mu- | 
nicipal station to surrender its ex- | 
clusive use of a wave length author- 
ized and assigned -to it; that the 
commission abused its discretion and | 
disregarded public convenience, in- | 
terest and necessity; that the com- | 
mission compelled a station operaind | 
exclusively for governmental and mu- 
nicipal purposes to share its wave 
length with a station operated sri- 
marily for commercial broadcasting | 
for private profit, and that the order | 
of the commission prevents the 
broadcasting of orders, directions, 
news and information respecting the | 
health, safety, education, conve- 
nience and well-being of the residents | 
of the city of New York. 

Forced to Oppose WMCA. 

The city also contends that the | 
rules and procedure of the commis- | 
sion are arbitrary and unreasonable 
and therefore invalid and void, ‘‘in 
that the appellant, operating a broad- 
casting station purely for govern- | 
mental and municipal purposes and | 
heving made no complaint or objec- | 
tion against any other station, was; 
compelled to proceed as a com-| 
plainant against station WMCA and | 
subject its disinterested witnesses of- | 
fered for the purpose of setting forth | 
the value and the present and future 
scope of the government and munic- | 
ipal service rendered to cross-exami- | 
nation by antagonistic counsel, rep- | 
resenting said station WMCA, whose 
sole purpose was to belittle and dep- 
recate the said service and the value | 
thereof.”’

That the State of New York is en- | 
titled to 10.6 ‘‘regional service’’ chan- | 
nels, whereas the actual assignment | 
of channels made by the commission | 
allows only nine in the State. | 

That Maine has two channels over | 
its legal quota and that if the com-| 
mission had assigned the ‘regional | 
service’ channels according to the| 
provisions of the radio act and made | 
available to the State of New York | 
its full quota of 10.6 channels, it) 
would have been unnecessary to:de- | 
prive the appellant of its exclusive | 
channel. 

The brief declares that upon the 
hearing before the commission and| 
over the objection of the appellant | 
“‘incompetent, irrelevant and imma- 
terial evidence, consisting of news- | 
paper articles and editoria!s, was ad-| 
mitted into the record and was con- | 
sidered by the commission in mak- | 
ing the order appealed from.”’

INFLUENZA INCREASING; 
OFFICIALS NOT UNEASY 


Disease Is Closely Watched as 
208 Cases Appear in Day, bat 
Many Are Thought to Be Colds. 


Influenza showed an increase: here 
yesterday and is being. closely 
watched, but there is no cause for 
alarm, it was said by Health De- 
partment officials. Two hundred and 
forty cases were reported during the 
forty-eight-hour period between 11 
A. M. Dec. 31, and the same’ hour 
Wednesday. In the ensuing twenty- 
four hours, 208 cases were reported, 
indicating a sharp increase. ; 

‘“‘Now is the time that we must 
watch it,’’ said a spokesman for 
Health Commissioner Wynne. ‘‘We 
do not expect, however, a continued 
rise at this rate.’’ He declared that 
while cases had been reported as 
“true influenza,’’ it was believed 
that most of them were merely se- 
vere colds. In epidemic years as 
many as 1,000 cases are reported in 
a day.

THE NEW Y 


Mexico, El Salvador, the Domini- 
can Republic, Cuba and the United 
States of America, represented at 
the Conference on Conciliation and 
Arbitration, assembled at Washing- 
ton pursuant to the _ resolution 
adopted on Feb. 18, 1928, by the 
Sixth International Conference of 
American States held in the City of 
Havana; 

In accordance with the solemn 
declarations made at said confer- 
ence to the effect that American 
republics condemn war as an in- 
strument of national vy and 
adopt obligatory arbitration as the 
means for the settlement of their 
international differences of a jurid- 
ical character; 

Being convinced that the repub- 
lics of the New World, governed 
by the principles, institutions and 
practices of democracy and bound 
furthermore by mutual interests 
which are increasing each day, 
have not only the necessity, but 
also the duty of avoiding the dis- 
turbance of continental harmony 
whenever differences which are 
susceptible of judicial decision 
arise among them; 

Conscious of the great moral and 
material benefits which peace of- 
fers to humanity and that the sen- 
timent and opinion of America de- 
mand, without delay, the organiza- 
tion of an arbitral system which 
shall strengthen the permanent 
reign of justice and law; 

And animated by the purpose of 
giving conventional form to these 
postulates and aspirations with the 
minimum exceptions which they 
have considered indispensable to 
safeguard the independence and 
sovereignty of the States and in the 
most ample manner possible under 
present international conditions, 
have resolved to effect the present 
treaty, and for that purpose have 
designated the plenipotentiaries 
hereinafter named; 

Who, after having deposited their 
full powers, found in good and due 
form by the conference, have 
agreed upon the following: 

Article I. 

The high contracting parties bind 
themselves to submit to arbitration 
all differences of an international 
character which have arisen or 
may erise between them by virtue 
of a claim of right made by one 
against the other, under treaty or 
otherwise, which it has not been 
possible to adjust by diplomacy and 
which are juridical in their nature 
by reason of being susceptible of 
decision by the application of the 
principles of law. 

There shall be considered as in- 
cluded among the questions of ju- 
ridica] character: 

(a) The interpretation of a treaty; 

(b) Any question of international 
law; 

(c) The existence of any fact 
which, if established, would con- 
stitute a breach of an international 
obligation; 

(d) The nature and extent of the 
reparation to be made for the 
breach of an international obliga- 
tion. 

The provisions of this treaty 
shall not preclude any of the par- 
ties, before resorting to arbitra- 
tion, from having recourse to pro- 
cedure of investigation and con- 
ciliation established in conventions 
then in force between them. 


Article I. 


There are “excepted from the 
stipulation of this treaty.the fol- 
lowing controversies: ; , 

(a) Those which are within the 
domestic jurisdiction of any of the 
parties to the dispute and are not 
controlled by international law; 
and 

(b) Those which affect the in- 
terest or refer to the action of a 
State not a party to this treaty. 


ARTICLE II 


The arbitrator or tribunal who 
shall decide the controversy shall 
be designated by agreement of the 
parties. 

In the absence of an agreement, 

the following procedure shall be 
adopted: 
‘Each party shall nominate two 
arbitrators, of whom only one may 
be a national of said party or 
selected from the persons whom 
said party has designated as mem- 
bers of the Permanent Court of Ar- 
bitration at The Hague. 

The other: member may be of 
any other American nationality. 
These arbitrators shall in turn 
select a fifth arbitrator who shali 
be the president of the court. 

Should the arbitrators be unable 
to reach an agreement among 
themselves for the selection of a 
fifth American arbitrator, or in 
lieu thereof of another who is not, 
each party shall designate a non- 
American member of the Perma- 
nent Court of Arbitration at the 
Hague and the two persons so des- 
ignated: shall select’ the fifth arbi->+ 


| trator, who may be of any national- 


ity other than that of a party to 
the dispute. 
Article IV. 

The parties to the dispute shall 
formulate by common accord :n 
each case a special agreeinent 
which shal! clearly define the par- 
ticular subject-matter of the con- 
troversy, the seat of the court, the 
rules which will be observed in the 
proceedings and the ‘other condi- 
tions to which the parties may 
agree. 

If an accord has not been reached 
with regard to the agreement with- 
in three months, reckoned from 
the date of the installation of the 
court, the agreement shail be for- 
mulated by the court. 

Article V. 

In case of death, resignation or 

incapacity of one or more of the 








arbitrators, the vacancy shall be 
filled in the same manner as the 
original appointment. 

Article VI. 

When there are more than two 
States directly interested in the 
same controversy, and the interests 
of two or more of them are simi- 
lar, the State or States who are on 
the same side of the question may 
increase the number of arbitrators 
on the court, provided that in all 
cases the parties on each side of 
the controversy shall appoint an 
es number of arbitrators. 

here shall also be a presiding 
arbitrator selected in e same 
manner as that provided in the 
last paragraph of Article III, the 
parties on each side of the contro- 
versy —s regarded as a single 
party for the purpose of making 
the designation therein described. 


Article VII. 


The award, duly pronounced and 
notified to the parties, settles the 
dispute definitively and without 
appeal. Differences which arise 
with regard to its interpretation or 
execution shall be submitted to the 
decision of the court which ren- 
dered the award. 


Article VIII, 


The reservations made by one of 
the — contracting parties shall 
have the effect that the other con- 
tracting parties are not bound with 
respect to the party making the 
reservations except to the same 
extent as that expressed therein. 


Article IX. 


_The present treaty shall be rati- 
fied by the high contracting par- 
ties in conformity with their re- 
spective constitutional procedures. 

The original treaty and the in- 
struments of ratification shall be 
deposited in the Department of 
State of the United States of 
America, which shall give notice of 
the ratifications through diplo- 
matic channels to the other signa- 
tory governments and the treaty 
shall enter into effect for the high 
contracting parties in the order 
that they deposit their ratifications. 

This treaty shall remain in force 
indefinitely, but it may be de- 
nounced by means of one year’s 
previous notice in advance, at the 
expiration of which it shall cease 
to be in force as regards the party 
denouncing the same, but shall re- 
main in force as regards the other 
signatories. 

Notice of the denunciation shall 
be addressed to the Department of 
State of the United States of Amer- 
ica, which will transmit it for ap- 
propriate action to the other signa- 
tory governments. 

Any American State not a signa- 
tory of this treaty may adhere to 
the same by transmitting the offi- 
cial instrument setting forth such 
adherence to the Department of 
State *of the United States of 
America, which will notify the 
other high contracting parties 
thereof in the manner heretofore 
mentioned. 

In witness whereof, the above- 
mentioned plenipotentiaries have 
signed this treaty in Spanish, Eng- 
lish, Portuguese and French and 
hereunto affix their respective 
seals.

Text of Conciliation Treaty. 


The text of the Conciliation Treaty 
is as follows: 


GENERAL CONVENTION OF IN- 
TER-AMERICAN CONCILIATION. 

The Governments of Venezuela, 
Chile, Bolivia, Uruguay, Costa 
Rica, Peru, Honduras, Guatemala, 


Haiti, Ecuador, Colombia, Brazil, 
Panama, Paraguay, Nicaragua, 
Mexico, E!] Salvador, the Domini- 
can Republic, Cuba and_ the 
United States of America, repre- 
sented at the Conference on Con- 
ciliation and Arbitration, assem- 
bled at Washington pursuant to 
the resolution adopted on Feb. 18, 
1928. by the Sixth International 
Conference of American States 
held in the city of Havana: 
Desiring to demonstrate that the 
condemnation of war as an in- 
strument of national policy in 
their mutual relations, set forth 
in ‘the above ‘mentioned resolution, 
constitutes one of the fundamental 
.bases of inter-American relations; 
Animated by the purpose of pro- 
moting, in every possible way, the 
development of international meth- 
ods for the pacific settlement of 
differences between the States; 
Being convinced that the ‘‘Treaty

Article I. 


The high contracting parties 
agree to submit to the procedure 
of conciliation established by this 
convention all controversies of any 
kind which may arise between 
them for any reason and which it 
may noto have been possible to 
settle through diplomatic channels. 


Article I. 


The commissions of inquiry to 
be established pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Article IV of the treaty 
signed in Santiago de Ohile on 
May 3, 1923, shall likewise have 
the character of commissions of 
conciliation. 

Article Ii. 


The permanent commissions 
which have been established by 
virtue of Article III of the treaty 
of Santiago de Chile of May 3, 
1923, shall be bound to exercise 
conciliatory functions, either on 
their own motion when it appears 
that there is a prospect of dis- 
turbance of peaceful relations, or 
at the request of a party to the 
dispute, until the commission re- 
ferred to in the preceding article 
is organized. 


Article IV. 


The conciliatory functions of the 
commission described in Article II 
shall be exercised on the occasions 
hereinafter set forth: 

1. The commission shall’ be at 
liberty to begin its work with an 
effort to conciliate the differences 
submitted to its examination with 
a view to arriving at a settlement 
between the parties. 

2. Likewise the same commission 
shall be at liberty to endeavor to 
conciliate the parties at any time 
which in the opinion of the com- 
mission may be considered to be 
favorable in t¥e course of the in- 
vestigation and within the period 
of time fixed therefor in Article V 
of the treaty of Santiago de Chile 
of May 3, 1923. 

3. Finally, the commission shall 
be bound to carry out its concilia- 
tory function within the period of 
six months which is referred to in 
Article VII of the treaty of San- 
tiago de Chile of May 3, 1923. The 
parties to the controversy may, 
however, extend this time if they 
so agree and notify the commis- 
sion in due time. 

Article V. 


The present convention does not 
preclude the high contracting 
parties, or one or more of them, 
from tendering their good offices 
or their mediation, jointly or 
severally, on their own motion or 
at the request of one or more of 
the parties to the controversy; but 
the high contracting parties agree 
not to make use of those methods 
of pacific settlement from the 
moment that the commission de- 
scribed in Article II is organized 
until the final act referred to in 
Article XI of this convention is 
signed. 

Articlo VI. 


The function of the commission, 
as an organ of: conciliation, in all 
cases specified in Article II of this 
convention, is to procure the con- 
ciliation of the differences, subject 
to its examination, by endeavoring 
to effect a settlement between the 
parties. However, when the com- 
mission finds itself to be within 
the case foreseen in paragraph 3 
of Article IV of this convention, it 
shall undertake a_ conscientious 
and impartial examination of the 
questions which are the subject of 
the controversy, shall set forth in 
a report the results of its proceed- 
ings, and shall propose to the 
parties the bases of a settlement 
for the equitable solution of the 
controversy. 

Article VI. 


Except when the parties. agree 
otherwise, the decisions and recom- 
mendations of any commission of 
conciliation’ shall be made by a 
majority vote. 

Article VIII. 

The commission described in Ar- 
ticle II of this convention shall 
establish its rules of procedure. 
In the absence of agreement to 
the contrary, the procedure indi- 
cated in Article IV of the Treaty 
of Santiago de Chile of May 3, 
1923, shall be followed. Each party 
shall bear its own expenses and a 
proportionate share of the general 
expenses of the commission. 

Article IX.

Once the procedure of concilia- 
tion is under way, it shall be inter- 
rupted only by a direct settlement 
between the parties or by their 
agreement to accept absolutely the 
decision ‘‘ex aequo et bono” of an 
American chief of State or to sub- 
mit the controversy to arbitration 
or to an international court. 


Article XIV. 


Whenever for any reason the 
Treaty of Santiago de Chile of 
May 3, 1923, does not apply, the 
commission referred to in Article 
II of this convention shall be or- 
ganized to the end that it may 
exercise the conciliatory functions 
stipulated in this convention; the 
commission shall be organized in 
the same manner as that pre- 
scribed in Article IV of said treaty. 
In such cases, the commission thus 
organized shall be governed in its 
operation by the provisions relative 
to conciliation, of this convention. 


Article XV. 


The provisions of the preceding 
Article shall also apply with regard

Article XVI.

It has its weak meet, 
doubt; it may not wholly bridge the 
Sap between the greatness of the 
composer’s conception and the sec- 
ond-rate quality of much of his in- 
vention, But it rings overwhelmingly 
true; it is pervaded by the convic- 
tion and the naked frankness of a 
man too absorbed and experienced in 
sorrow to be less than urgent and 
nescapable with the message that is 
1eavy upon him. These things in the 
music seized and held silent and ab- 
sorbed the audience of yesterda 
afternoon. When the last tone soun 
ed there was an instant of silence, 
and certainly there were many preés- 
ent who were moved in a way that 
forbade applause. The occasion drove 
home, as few performances of this 
season have, the compelling power 
of sincerity, humanity, imagination 
on the part of a composer, even 
when his invention is of the second 
rank and the immense creative force 
that an interpretation, possessed of 
like sincerity and emotion, can bring 
to music.

The poet reflects, and in the depths 
of realization calls for the cup. The 
ape grimaces over the graves. Drink, 
for life and death, too, are dark. 
And now it is Autumn, the bloom of 
the lotus is scattered over the surface 
of the lake. But the third song is 
the song of youth, and the fourth 
the song of lovers—the girls by the 
water-side, casting amorous glances; 
the boys on horses which prance and 
rear in Mahler’s orchestra. And 
again the song of the Drunken One, 
after the poem of Li-Tai-Po, the 
drunkard who fain would gS and 
forget the Spring, and the leave- 
taking of life. The poet will fare- 
well his friend, whom he will not 
see again. W inter is at hand. The 
Spring, which he may not greet, will 
return to the good blossoming earth, 
surrounded by clear eternal depths 
of azure. 

To this verse Mahler composed, as 
though he, too, saw the end of 
things, as from a tower; as though, 
in the poignant phrase that Philip 
Hale employed when he spoke of 
Schubert, he smelled the mould and 
knew that the earth was hungrily 
awaiting him. Yet this is not music 
of despair. 
and the shudder of Tschaikowsky. 
The expression is of melancholy, 
dreams, regrets, vain, but very hu- 
man, and a poignant tenderness. 
Why speak of this or that verse, or 
technical details, when the music is 
so lyrical in its essence, and, what- 
ever its faults, weaknesses, redun- 
dancies, so very plain and human? 
With all the sonorities of the Mahler 
orchestra, the burden of expression 
falls, as it should, to the solo voices. 
Sometimes solo instruments in the 
orchestra bore almost in themselves 
the effect of voices, as the English 
horn in the first contralto solo—the 
Song of Autumn—or the solo flute, 
which twice repeats its melancholy 
commentary in the finale pages. 

In all respects this was a mem- 
orable performance. Soloists could 
hardly have done the music more 
justice. Mme. Matzenauer’s voice, 
which has been especially rich and 
full this season, was only the ve- 
hicle of her consummate musician- 
ship, her taste, her superb treatment 
of melodic line and establishment of 
mood. The beautiful and peculiarly 
youthful quality of Richard Crooks’s | 
tenor is admirably adapted to the dra- 
matic spirit and the tessitura of his 
passages in the composition heard 
yesterday—passages which are no} 
smail test of a concert singer. Could 
Mahler have heard this performance 
he would have thanked the interpre- 
ters. We cannot imagine his score 
treated with more insight, or con- 
ductor’s skill, or profound and com- 
municative spirit, than were exer- 
cised yesterday by Mr. Mengelberg. 


Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

Yesterday, so far as orchestral con- 
certs were concerned, was a day of 
extremelv brilliant conducting, as 
also of compositions which had un- 
usual interest. The concert given 
by the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Serge Koussevitzky conducting, in 
the evening in Carnegie Hall, intro- 
duced as a novelty the piano con- 
certo of Ernest Toch, with Jesus 
Sanroma as soloist.

She 
had not the austerity of STRACHEY’S 
“‘Lady With the Lamp,” but she had 
as compelling a way, queenly in dig- 
nity, firm and demanding, yet most 
gentle, gracious and kindly. She had 
her brief Crimea in the Spanish War, 
when she got the oft-quoted citation 
from an officer who did not welcome 
her coming: ‘When you came we 
“did not know what we would do 
“with you! Now we do not know 
“what we could have done without 
|“ you.” She was ready to go to 
France for active service in the war, 
but the regulation as to age pre- 
vented and the services she could 
give at home were considered even 
more valuable, though she made one 
or two inspection trips to France. 
Her greatest work was that of train- 
ing nurses. 

At 30 she was head of a training 
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to resort. And behind the World 
Court, as its fostering parent, stands 
the League of Nations, which already 
exists as an organization able to 
make practically effective the pious 
aspirations of peace breathed in the 
Kellogg treaty. That instrument of 
peaceful intentions ought to be rati- 
fied. But it will be necessary later, 
in the legal phrase, to “ implement” 
it by proceeding to more concrete 
measures and international agencies 
by which it may be made a living 
and continuous and effective force 
in the world. 


STATE GASOLINE PRICE FIXING. 


In 1927 the Tennessee Legislature 
passed a statute for the purpose of 
fixing the price of gasoline sold in 
the State. In an opinion delivered 
by Mr. Justice SUTHERLAND the Su- 
preme Court has just held it uncon- 
stitutional, because its effect is to 
deprive Tennessee gasoline vendors 
of their property without due process 
of law. Sir MATTHEW HALE, Lord 
Chief Justice of the King’s Bench, 
has been dead more than 250 years.

Will Build Four Residence Quadrangles 


To House 750 Students in Small Units 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 3 (P).— 

Residential quadrangles, four ‘in 
number, two to be erected when 
sites and funds are available for un- 
dergraduate accommodations, were 
decided upon by Yale Corporation at 
the ‘directors’ meeting. This action 
will be announced by Yale Alumni 
Weekly tomorrow. 
The quadrangles will provide for 
about 750 students, the number now 
without adequate dormitory accom- 
modations. 

The weekly links up the corpora- 
tion action with a -recent. incident 
which gave rise to misunderstand- 
ings, namely: Newspaper statements, 
first, that Edward S. Harkness, ’97, 
who gave Harvard $3,000,000 for an 
inner college, did not offer the same 
to Yale, and, second, that Yale de- 
clined the offer.

MANHATTAN IN THE LEAD 


65,016 New Law Apartments Added, 
but Those Vacant Increased by 
11,101—Fewer Old Law Houses. 


Apartment seekers should have 
little difficulty in finding a home ‘in 
New York City, as there were 18,699 
more vacant apartments in all the 
boroughs in December than there 
were a year ago in the same month, 
according to figures made public yes- 
terday by William F. Deegan, Tene- 
ment: House .Commissijoner. 

The report shows that there were 
8,498 more vacancies'\in Manhattan, 
2,337 more in the Bronx, 5,693 in 
Brooklyn, 2,122 in Queens and forty- 
nine in Richmond. While the total 
of all apartments in old-law tene- 
ments has decreased by 7,126, there 
has been an increase of vacant 
apartments in this class of 7,598. 

There has been an increase in the 
total number of apartments in new- 


law houses by the construction of 65,- 
016 apartments, but the number of 
vacancies has, increased by 11,101 
according to the figures. The rate 
of vacancies for 1928 is shown to be 
7.76, while that for 1927 was 6.63, a 
gain of 1.13 for 1928.

WIDOW OF SMATHERS 
ADJUDGED COMPETENT 


Court Orders Ewing to Turn Over 
to Her $1,000,000 Estate 
of Sportsman.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 3.— 
In a decision filed today by Supreme 


Court Justice Taylor, Mrs. Anna S. 
Smathers of Asheville, N. C., widow 
of Elmer’ Ellsworth Smathers, 
wealthy horse exhibitor and sports- 
man, who died a year ago, was 
adjudged sane and competent to 
manage her business affairs and 
Carruthers Ewing, attorney, of 41 
West Forty-second Street, Manhat- 
tan, was ordered to turn over to Mrs. 
Smathers property amounting to ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 left by her 
husband. 

The decision was on an application 
of Morris, Plant & Saxe of 27 Pine 
Streci, Manhattan, to compel Mr. 
Ewing, who was formerly Mrs. 
Smathers’s attorney, to turn over to 
her the property and her power of 
attorney. Mr. Ewing contended Mrs. 
Smathers was not competent to han- 
die her own business affairs and 
charged that if the law firm received 
control of her property relatives 
might get hold of it.

Stocks Rise Again, Then Break 
Sharply—Call Money 7%, 
Time Loans Unchanged. 


Both money market and stock mar- 
ket moved yesterday as they are apt 
to do under such circumstances as 
existed. Call-money rates continued to 
decline; they got down to 7 per cent, 
as against the 10 per cent of Wednes- 
day and the 12 of Monday. But thé 
rate for collateral time loans did not 
change at all; Wall Street still paid 
7% for borrowings which would run 
into next July. The stock market 
began the day in the spirit of 
Wednesday’s jubilant advance, but 
prices were rapidly swept downward 
again before the close, under ex- 
tremely heavy selling for both 
accounts. It was readily inferred 
that numerous speculators for a 
turn, who had bought stocks on last 
week’s rising market with an eye to 
the outside public’s return on the 
first day of the new year, had seized 
the opportunity to ‘‘realize.’’ 

To the casual observer, such ac- 
tion might no doubt seem illogical at 
the moment when money rates had 
begun to faJl in earnest. It is pos- 
sible, however, that the sellers of yes- 
terday looked behind the immediate 
effect of the inpouring ‘‘January dis- 
bursements,’’ and preferred to await 
evidence of the underlying credit sit- 
uation. They obtained some more or 
less interesting evidence to that ef- 
fect after the market’s close. Wall 
Street had been conjecturing some- 
what blindly as to how great a reduc- 
tion of brokers’ loans would be shown 
in the Stock Exchange’s own month- 
ly report, covering the period of De- 
cember’s violent break in prices. 
Generally, it was believed that this 
comprehensive statement would not 
show any such reduction as the $303,- 
000,000 which was cut from the ac- 
count in the three weekly Reserve 
Board statements between Dec. 5 and 
Dec. 26, because the Stock Exchange 
figures would reflect also the wild 
speculative days in the first week and 
the last week of the month. But it 
is probably safe to say that even 
Wall Street did not anticipate the 
$48,096,000 increase which the Stock 
Exchange reported for December. 

On the basis of that return, the 
borrowings of New York Stock Ex- 
change members far exceed all prec- 
edent; they are $1,165,000,000 greater 
than at the end of May, when the 
“Spring bull market’? culminated, 
and $1,602,000,000 above their total of 
July 31, when the reaction from 
that market ended. Their increase 
during the full year 1928 has been 
$2,006,800,000, or 45 per cent; in the 
past two years it was $3,146,800,000, 
or 96 per cent. The Reserve Board’s 
statement for the week ending last 
Wednesday appeared simultaneously. 
It showed why the Stock Exchange’s 
monthly figures were what they 
were. The reduction of $303,163,000 
in the preceding three weeks was 
followed by expansion of $238,676,000 
in the seven-day period just ended, 
when the stock market was holding 
its New Year’s eve celebrations. As 
for the Federal Reserve’s statement 
of its own position, the system’s 
ratio of reserve has changed little for 
the week, but the New York Reserve 
Bank’s ratio falls nearly 6 per cent. 
At its present figure of 54%, it is 
much the lowest since May 11, 1921. 

A few of the active speculative 
shares on the stock market rose six 
to nine shares and held the bulk of 
their advance; there were also 
various net gains of smaller magni- 
tude. But Radio stock lost nearly 
all of an early 12% point rise; other 
stocks in which speculation has been 
excited had fallen 6, 7 and sometimes

Price move- 
ments on the Stock Exchange were 
highly irregular and at times: the 
market was badly unsettled. Brokers 
explained the market’s action in va- 
rious ways. There was, they as- 
serted, heavy realizing, which was 
encouraged by the recent sharp ad- 
vances, Professional operators sold 
stocks, it was contended, on the 
theory that the brokers’ loan com- 
pilations scheduled for release after 
the etewe of the market would be ex- 
tremeiy 4istasteful to interests com- 
mitted to the rise.

Paying the Piper. 


‘“‘Margin traders,’’ who for a long 
time have regarded interest charges 
as a negligible factor in their mar- 
ket operations, are receiving a pain- 
ful surprise in the December state- 
ments from their-brokers. They are 
learning that interest costs ate up 
a large part of their profits or, in 
cases where December left them on 
the red side of the ledger, that their 
losses, with interest charges added, 
are considerably larger than they 
had reckoned. Speculative custom- 
ers paid out a larger amount in the 
form of interest last month than ever 


before in a corresponding period. 
The total, if it could be estimated, 
would be staggering, so the brokers

Gold and the Reserve Bank Ratio. 


The Federal Reserve Bank’s an- 
nouncement that $25,000,000 more 
gold had been earmarked for a for- 
eign institution puzzled Wall Street 
somewhat, because the total gold re- 
serves of the system, as reported in 
the weekly statement, increased 
$3,388,000. It was rather generally 
believed, however, that the earmark- 
ing had been reflected in the pre- 
ceding week, when the system’s total 
gold reserve decreased $30,718,000, 
which was too large to be accounted 
for by withdrawal of ‘Christmas 
gold.”” In the week ended on Dec. 
28, 1927, for instance, the Federal Re- 
serve lost only $13,127,000 gold. The

Brokers’ Loans Resume Expansion. 


The increase of $238,676,000 in 
brokers’ loans, reported in the week- 
ly Federal Reserve summary, took 
the financial community completely 
by surprise yesterday, but a variety 
of explanations of the expansion was 
put forward after the announcement 
of the figures. The chief reason 
advanced had to do with the distri- 
bution of tremendous amounts of 
funds in dividends and interest im- 
mediately following the first of the 
year. In advance of this distribu- 
tion, holders of bonds and stocks 
made their reinvestment arrange- 
ments and bought large quantities 
of stocks. Until the reinvestment 
funds actually are paid over these 
new holdings must be carried by 
brokers through bank loans. Ac- 
cording to this reasoning, the loans 
next week should show sharp reduc- 


tion due to the reinvestment funds 
actually in the market—provided, of 
course, that the stock market scores 
no further wide advances in the 
meantime. The fact that payment 
was due this week on several large 
recent stock flotations also was con- 
sidered a factor in the brokers’ loan 
situation.

Copper Merger Rumors. 


It was inevitable that such a high 
and wide market as has developed in 
the copper shares would lead to a 
large number of rumors of mergers 
between this company and that in 
the industry. Eyes have been cast, 
quite naturally, at the companies 
holding the largest amount of re-| 
serves under ground as the corpora- | 
tions most likely to be affected, be- 
cause of the anxiety of the larger 
companies to insure their supplies 
for a long period ahead. Therefore, 
there was little surprise when the 
report got abroad yesterday, via 
commission house channels, that the 
Anaconda Copper Company was 
angling for Greene Cananea Copper. 
Just how such an amalgamation 
could possibly take place Wall Street 
found it difficult to see. Both com- 

anies pay $6 annually, but Greene 

ananea is selling in the open mar- 
ket at a premium of 62 points over 
Anaconda. Large stockholders of 
Greene probably would object to 
anything less than 1% of Anaconda 
for 1 of Greene Cananea, and it is 
considered doubtful, even under the 
most favorable auspices, that any 
such trade could be made.

Is Completing the Purchase of 
United and of Balance of Con- 
trol of Schenectady Railway. 


PRICE PUT AT $7,250,000) 


But Operator Says Terms Have Not 
Been Fixed—Declines to Name 
Associates. 


Ellis L. Phillips, public utility 
operator and philanthropist, who in 
recent years has acquired widespread 
holdings in New York State, an- 
nounced yesterday that he was com- 
pleting the purchase of the United 


Traction Company, serving Albany 
and vicinity, and of the balance of 
control in the Schenectady Railway 
Company, from the Delaware & Hud- 
son Company. In June Mr. Phillips 
acquired the New York State Rail- 
ways, which had a half-interest in 
the Schenectady property, and the 
Mohawk Valley Company for $41,- 
758,000 from the New York Central. 

The consideration in Mr. Phillips’s 
latest deal was not disclosed. Albany 
advices said he would pay $1,250,000 
in cash and assume more than $6.- 
000,000 in debts, but Mr. Phillips said 
that the price and obligations to be 
assumed were not yet definitely 
fixed. 

The United Traction Company op- 
erates electric lines in Albany, Rens- 
selaer, Troy, Watervliet, Cohoes and 
Waterford, with a mileage of more 
than forty-nine, and it owns the Cap- 
itol District ‘Transportation Com- 
pany, Inc., whicn Operates trackless 
trolleys in Cohoes and buses in Rens- 
selaer. It also operates gasoline- 
electric buses in Cohoes, Troy, Rens- 
Selaer and Albany. 


Operates 73 Miles of Electric Lines. 


The Schenectady Railway, which | 
Mr. Phillips now controls fully 


through his purchases from the D. 
& H. and the New York Central, 
operates sventy-three miles of elec- 
tric lines in Schenectady, Albany and 
Saratoga Counties. The New York 
State Railways owns and operates 
the city traction lines in Rochester, 
Syracuse, Utica and Oneida and in- 
terurban lines from Rochester to Sea 
Breeze and Summerville and Geneva, 
Canandaigua and Sodium Point and 
from Utica to Rome, Little Falls, 
Clinton and New York Mills, and 
suburban lines in the vicinity of Syra- 
cuse. It leases from the West Shore 
Railroad the electrified line between 
Utica and Syracuse. 

**We believe in the future of trac- | 
tion properties if properly located in | 
suitable cities and properly man- | 
azged,’”’ said Mr. Phillips. ‘‘The street 
car will carry ten times the number 
of persons that any other conveyance 
will accomodate, and its continuance 
is inevitable and essential to the wel- 
fare of our cities.”’ 

At the time the New York Cen-! 
tral sold its transit properties to Mr. | 
Phillips, it was said the road raised | 
the $41,000,000 cash by that means | 
in case a stock issue pending before} 
the Interstate Commerce Commission ! 
should not be approved. The com- 
mission had then declined to allow | 
the Van.Sweringen interests to sell 
stock of the Chesapeake & Ohio at 
par to further their merger deals 
and the New York Central manage- 
ment feared that for that reason its} 
proposal to issue $42,158,000 of stock | 
at par might be disapproved. How- 
ever, the commission approved the| 
issue. Meanwhile, the Central, had 
made a profit of about $25,000,090 | 
on the utility deal. 


D..& H. Sale in Line With Policy. 


The sale of its utilities by the D. 
& H. is consistent with policies the 
railroad company has recently fol- 
lowed. It recently formed the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railroad Corporation 
to. acquire all its railroad properties 
except those in Canada, which are 
being sought by the Canadian Na-| 
tional Railways. Reports have had 
it'that the D. & H. would sell its 
iron mines and Adirondack hotels. 








FINANCIAL 


While retaining its coal porperties, 
the D. & H. is divesting itself of 
properties not immediately associat- 
ed with railroad operation and is, 
therefore, putting the D. & H. lines 
in a position where they may readily 
- merged in any Eastern consolida- 
on. 

Mr. Phillips’s associates fn the 
New York Central deal were de- 
scribed as the Manufacturers’ Trust 
Company and W. C. Langley & 
Co., but these organizations would 
seem to be acting merely in a finan- 
cial capacity. Mr. Phillips said 
yesterday that his associates in both 
deals were the same, but went no 
further. For some time it has been 
considered possible that his proper- 
ties might eventually be aligned 
with the large holdings in New 
York State in which the United 
Gas Improvement Company and 
General Electric Company are inter- 
ested. 

Mr. Phillips is president of the 
Empire Power Corporation, which 
supplies electricity to Lockport, 
Auburn, Geneva, Elmira, Newark, 
Seneca Falls, Dansville, Corning, 
Hornell, Penn Yann and other New 
York communities. He is also presi- 
dent of the Long Island Light Com- 
pany, which owns gas and electric 
companies stretching from Rocka- 
way Park to East Marion and Mon- 
tauk and controls the Queens 
Borough Gas and Electric Company 
and the Kings County Lighting Com- 
pany. Through the United Gas and 
Electric Company he controls proper- 
ties in New York State and Texas. 
Assets of all the Phillips companies 
approximate $250,000,000.

The weekly weather report, issued 
yesterday by the goverament, was 
as follows: 

Conditions were favorable for 
scrapping outstanding cotton, with 
some remaining to be picked in the 
central, northern and northwestern 
portions of the belt. 

Husking and housing the remain- 
ing corn crop made good progress 
until the unfavorable weather about 
the close of the week; considerable 
corn is still out in the Lower Mis- 
souri and Upper Mississippi Valley. 

The Winter wheat belt continued 
generally bare of snow until about 
the close of week but the prevail- 
ing temperatures, in general, were 
not materially harmful, though there 
were complaints of unfavorable 
thawing and freezing conditions lo- 
cally in the Ohio Valley, principally 
in Indiana and Kentucky. Inthe 
western belt, conditions 
generally favorable and at the close 
of the period there was rather wide- 
spread snow in many central and 
western districts, which will afford 
protection against the low tempera- 


tures that overspread the interior 
about the first of the year. During 
December the ground was unusually 
bare over the wheat belt, as a whole, 
but only local complaints were re- 
ceived of harmful alternate thawing 
and freezing conditions. 
Precipitation in the Pacific North- 
west was helpful for Winter grains, 
especially in Eastern Washington, 
where there is a fairly good snow 
cover, but additional moisture is 
needed in Eastern Oregon. In the 
Rocky Mountain States, wheat con- 
tinues mostly satisfactory except that 
high winds were unfavorable in some 
districts. In the South rainfail 
would be beneficial but conditions 
continued generally favorable in the

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FINDS PROPAGANDA | 
IN PROSPERITY TALK 


Economist of Industrial Confer- 
ence Board Warns Adver- 
tisers on Inflation. 


FORESEES PROBLEMS AHEAD 


Depression in Basic Industries Is 
Real, He Says, Despite Gain 


From Investments. 


‘ 


There seems to be no basis in pro- 
duction, wages or consumers’ pur- 
chasing power to account for the 
vast increase in banking credits and 
other financial activities of the pres- | 
ent time, according to Virgil Jordan, 


chief economist of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, who} 
spoke at a luncheon meeting of the 
esearch Group of the Advertising 
Club, 23 Park Avenue, yesterday. 

“The inflation of credit in this 
country during the past few years,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘is largely a reflection of a 
widespread inflation of business ex- 
pectations which has resulted from 
a period of persistent and premature 
prosperity propaganda by interests 
seeking to unload non-interest-bear- 
ing speculative securities on the gen- 
eral public. The general impression 
has gotten about that our industry 
and trade has been growing at an 
exceptional rate, which will continue, 
and that the qapitalization of this 
larger rate of growth in security val- 
ues will be sustained somehow, and | 
the capital equities which are repre- 
sented in this enormous expansion of 
investments will be preserved and 
sustained by a corresponding growth 
of our production and trade. 

‘“‘But any careful study of the gen- 
eral business situation makes it evi- 
dent that this progress has not been 
general and that there are serious 
difficulties and problems to be met 
in consequence of the great changes 
that. have taken place in recent years 
in the organization and methods of 
American business. 


Points to Boom Psychology. 


‘“‘American business men seem to 
be chronically incapable of being 
| 


cured of the boom psychology, un- 
able to look at fundamental indus- | 
trial conditions in a realistic way and 
to accustom themselves to a regular 
and moderate growth of trade. This 
is partly the result of the incomplete- 
ness and misuse of statistics of busi- 
ness trends and partly of political 
and financial propaganda which 
would lead us to believe that all our 
industrial and commercial problems 
are solved and that American pros- 
perity is universal and unlimited. We 
have not learned to look at the facts, 
to measure our real gairs from year 
to year and to capitalize the future 
on the basis of actual accomplish- 
ments.’’ 

The depression in the basic indus- 
tries, such as railroads, shipping, 
agriculture, coal and textiles, which | 
has continued since the war, has 
been ‘‘submerged in the public con- 
sciousness,’’ according to Mr. Jor- 
dan, because many of them have 
shown large profits. He pointed out, 
however, that in many cases the 
greater part of these profits resulted 
rom additions to income coming 
from other sources than the actual 
trade operations of the industries. 
They, as well as the banks, have 
made money by outside investments, | 
he said. There is cause for optimism 
as well as pessimism in this condi- 
tion, Mr. Jordan continued, because 
it. gives a wider base for economic 
security. 


Fluctuation Less Acute. 


“Because the area of business | 
activity has been so greatly broad- 
ened in the years since the war,’’ 


he said, ‘‘business conditions no 
longer depend so much upon condi- 
tions in a few basic industries. Con-| 
sequently the total volume of trade | 
in the United States fluctuates from 
year to year much less than does | 
activity in the basic industries like | 
iron and steel. 

“The country does not go ahead 
any faster than the fundamental 
growth of the production and ex- 
change of goods permit, and the 
pyramiding of security values and 
financial activities does not imply a 
corresponding measure of general 
economic progress. We must learn 
to control our rate of credit expan- | 
sion more closely in proportion to} 
the growth of industry and trade and 
defiate our financial expectations by 
fundamental economic realities. Un-| 
til we can develop in our banking 
policy some larger degree of control 
over the distribution of credit re-| 
sources than instalment buying, the 
whole structure is going to remain | 
considerably unbalanced.”’
